TERRO® LARVACIDE [This product] is a selective microbial insecticide for use against mosquito larvae in a variety of 
habitats. The product can be applied to areas with plants, fish and other aquatic life and to areas used by or in contact with 
humans, pets, horses, livestock, birds, or wildlife. Once applied, the product [dissolves quickly to] release(s) a biological 
larvacide that is consumed by mosquito larvae, killing the larvae before they turn into biting adults [that may transmit viruses
such as West Nile virus to people or heartworm disease to dogs and cats].  

[HOW TO USE] [USING TERRO® LARVACIDE]: Place product on water surface in listed sites where mosquitoes may breed. 
Treat on basis of surface area by placing one (1) [water soluble] pouch for up to 50 sq. ft. of treatment area. There is no need
to open [the water soluble][individual][pouches] as they will quickly dissolve [releasing contents].
